Is 
Date for Holding Con­ 
test in County 


The petition, signed by more than 
one thousand qualified voter** and 
tax payers of Wise county, to the 
commissioners’ court, asking for an 
election to decide whether or not pool 
hails shall operate in this enmity, has 
been granted and the election ordered 
for Saturday, Feb. 14. 
Last, week 
the Messenger stated that to outer 
the elouion at thi> time. v. lh the 
general election only a few month* off 
would entail an expense of something 
like $1,000, that could be saved if the 
contest was put off and incorportaed 
with'the issues coining up at the Nov­ 
ember election. 
The commissioners 
took this view of tile matter, but the 
law states that the petitioners shall be 
gi\en a hearing at the carlist possible 
day; so, the matter was not within the 
commissioners power to delay, and 
the result was the election is ordered. 
All qualified voters in Wise county 
are eligible to participate in the con­ 
test.

his. 
He met with his neighbors and dis­ 
cussed his crops and the most profit­ 
able plan to market them. 
But, 
one day, a politician, seeing tho or­ 
ganization grow and proper, entered 
the farmers’ councils, and the begin­ 
ning of the end was started. 
The 
place seeker with glib tongue and a 
store of wild statistics and state­ 
ments, created discord and ill feel­ 
ings among the farmers and instilled 
the desire among the leaders to take 
over the management of political af 
fairs. 
The politician was voted a 
wise man and patriot; a friend of the 
“ oppressed” and champion of the 
common herd’s rights and reforms. 
The wreck following this move was 
complete, and in a few short years 
the farmers* alliance and 
grange 
had perished from the active affairs 
of the state. 
The Messenger, with 
some knowledge of the events gone 
before, looks with 
suspicion, aug­ 
mented by no small degree of disgust, 
upon the movement now on among pol­ 
iticians in this state to rob the farm­ 
ers’ union of its leader and run him 
for governor.
